Senatorial Amusement 


four-months-old 
baby 
in 
.Moorpark, 
wrote into its verdict the following 
suggestion: 
“We recommend the establishment 
of a child welfare departm ent in and 
for Ventura county.” 
The baby had died from lack 
of 
proper food and care 
Its twin had 
died two months previously, and the 
mother 
had died 
when the 
babies 
were born. There had been no medi­ 
cal attendance. 
After the mother's 
death 
neighbors 
had 
taken 
the in­ 
fants in and cared for them in an in­ 
different way, due more to ignorance 
and poverty than to lack of good in­ 


tentions. 
The family concerned was a Mexi­ 
can family. The case was not isolated 
but was indicative of a condition of 
general misery and poverty. In such 
surroundings many children must die. 
and 
those 
who live 
do 
not 
have 
proper care for 
bodily and 
mental 
health. 
The jury suddenly became aware of 
the horror of such a state of affairs, 
and of the 
danger to 
the communal 
well-being. 
If the people from 
that 
Mexican settlem ent are ever to be­ 
come 
helpful citizens 
instead of 
a 
menace to the health and decency of 
the community, it is certainly up to 
the local authorities in every city and 
county where there are Mexican set 
tlem ents to do something about it. 
There are many communities that 
still seem to be asleep to Hie dangers 
that lie within their own borders, lf 
they can be awakened as this coro­ 
ner's jury was. they will gladly take 
up the work of enlightened and hu­ 
mane citizens 
Santa Ana, with its separate Mexi­ 
can schools, its system of home visi­ 
tation 
by 
leachers of the 
.Mexican 
schools, its school nurse and its child 
welfare station is credited by Mrs. II. 
A. Kluegel. head of the Junior Red 
Cross division of the American Red 
Cross, with being further advanced in j 
Us efforts to care for the children of i 
M exicans within its borders than any 
(Pilfer tity in the United States. Mrs. 
Kluegel has asked for accurate rec­ 
ords and statem ents of the work that 
has been done and is being done here, 
largely through the schools, that they 
may be sent by her to bureaus 
at 
Washington, D. C., not only as per­ 
manent records, 
but as s'lggestlors 
that may be used in similar work in 
this state, Arizona, New Mexico and 


Texas. 
And while we may feel some pleas­ 
ure over this unsolicited commenda 
tion of a woman who has done much 
in welfare and relief work, we know 
that our work here has only begun. 
W e know that we must get deeper 
into the home life of .Mexican fami­ 
lies 
through 
the 
development, 
of 
their confidence in us, through bring 
ing to them a better understanding 
of American ideals and ideas and a 
better understanding of their duties 
inward the country in which they now 
li\e. Those things will come in tim* 
if the general plan 
being followed 
here of gibing first attention to child 
welfare in 
the schools and in 
the 
homes, to the betterment of hygienic 
conditions, is 
consistently 
followed 
out.

company, they declare that a deliv­ 
ery of beans, which Winters claims 
to have made in 1918, did not come up 
to the standard called for by the con­ 
tract.

Forgy, by Attorney s. M. Reinhaus. 
For goods sold and delivered by tile 
Collins Company, it is declared, Win­ 
ters became indebted to them in the 
sum of $206. For money loaned by 
the company to Winters he became 
indebted for $500, it is alleged In the 
cross-complaint. 
No part of 
these 
sums has been paid, it is alleged, and 
the company asks judgment for $706, 
together with interest af 7 per cent 
from the same date on $500. 
In his suit, which was tiled in his 
behalf on September 9th by Attorneys 
F. O. Daniel and Clvde Bishop, Win­ 
ters declares that he delivered 72,720 
pounds of beans to the Golden West 
Celery and Produce Company’s ware­ 
house at Smeltzer in tile fall of 1918. 
The sum of $2,799.75 remains unpaid 
on 
this 
alleged 
delivery, Winters 
claims. 
In their 
answer, filed 
today, the 
Collins 
Company 
alleges that no 
choice, recleaned lima beans 
were 
ever delivered to them. Further they 
allege that about October 25, 1918, 
Winters 
delivered certain beans to 
the warehouse in question, but that 
the beans were all of a poor and un­ 
saleable quality, and that the beans 
were not in good marketable condi­ 
tion or free from damage by rain or 
other causes. 
The company declares that 
they 
refused to accept the beans because 
they were of poor quality. They al­ 
lege that they never received or were 
tendered anv bill of lading or nego­ 
tiable warehouse receipt covering the 
beans in question, as had been al­ 
leged bv Winters. 
It is stated by tim Collins Company 
♦ hat thev contract* I with Winters tor 
his 1918 crop of choice, recleaned 
lima beans, at 1ft. n u t s per pound.

Sweden, and capable ot supplying the 
food requirements of the whole pen 
insula.* Alaska is yet in the develop­ 
ment stage; and it may well be be­ 
lieved that its present plight is only 
one of the diseases of childhood.—
